EINSTEIN SPEAKS AGAIN 


BY ED DICKERMAN 

Now that we are living (tem- 
porarily at least) in the atomic 
age, it is isportant for every- 
one to know.tie elementary prin- 
ciples of nuclear physics. ‘The 
basic ingredient of an: atamic 
bomb is an atom. Now an atom is 
a little piece of something that's 
almost nothin.
